Please amend the claims as follows: 

4. Arrangement in accordance with [one or other of Patent] Claim[s] l[-3], characterized 
in that [an aforementioned] the rear ejector part (5) is [accommodated in such a way as to 
be] displaced through a transcurrent opening (13) in the mould, 

9. Arrangement in accordance with [one or other of Patent] Claim[s] 7[-8], characterized 
in that the attachment part (17) is secured by means of screws (21) to the rear ejector 
plate (18). 

10. Arrangement in accordance with [one or other of Patent] Claim[s] l[-9], characterized 
in that the [aforementioned] rear ejector part (5) exhibits an internal attachment part (4) 
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for detachable attachment to an injection moulding machine[(not shown here)] and an 
internal recess (22) to accommodate a part (23) of a piston (24) situated at the front of 
the telescopic ejector arrangement.

4. Arrangement in accordance with Claim 1, characterized in that the rear ejector part (5) 
is displaced through a transcurrent opening (13) in the mould. 

9. Arrangement in accordance With Claim 7, characterized in that the attachment part 
(17) is secured by means of screws (21) to the rear ejector plate (18). 

10. Arrangement in accordance with Claim 1, characterized in that the rear ejector part 
(5) exhibits an internal attachment part (4) for detachable attachment to an injection 
moulding machine and an internal recess (22) to accommodate a part (23) of a piston (24) 
situated at the front of the telescopic ejector arrangement.
